Sir William Ramsay, whose acientific rep- 
utation is of the highest, has been retained 
by a syndicate, which is called the Indus- 
‘trial and Engineering trust, limited, and in 
which the shareholders include Lord Brassey, 
Lord Tweedale, the Hon. Alt... Gibbes, and 
several members of parliament, and Albert 
Sabdeman, former governor of the Bank 
of Engiand. 

The syndicate has a modest capital of $15,- 4 
000 in $5 shares, and the inventor of the proc- 
ess by which it is hoped to make a corner in 
the world’s gold is H. J. Snell. | 


Ramsay Says It Is a Go. 

Sir William Ramsay has made experiments 
on the strength of which he says in a formal 
report: 

“There is no doubt that Snell has proved 
that gold.can be profitably obtained from 
sea water on a large scale, and the amount of 
gold obtained is so large that whether the 
cost of treatment is $20 per ton or even the 
outside figure of $40 per ton, which it could 
not exceed, it would not make much differ- 
ence.” 7 

One of the assistants of Ramsay is D. Lit- 
tlefield, who goes further than his chief, and 
in a report to the shareholders is quoted as 
- saying: 

“as far as I can see it only remains for 
you to say how much gold you want per day 
and it can be produced. I would not ad- 
vise that you put down enormous works in 
one place, because I think it might get out 
of hand, and I think it may be best for you 
to split the works up into units. The cost will 
not exceed 10 per cent on the gold extracted, 


etc. I have a few figures showing your forth- 
coming results on the basis of practical tests 
we have made.

PRESIDENT TALKS ON DIVORCE. 


Asks Congress to Secure Statistics, None 
of Which Have Been Obtained 
Since 1886. | 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—The president 
sent a message to congress today calling at- 
tention to the fact that no statistics on mar- 
riage and divorce have been colleced since 
1886, and recommended legislation. Follow- 
| ing is the text of the message: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: I 
call the attention of congress to the fact that no 
statistics have been collected by the federal gov- 
ernment upon the subject of marriage and di- 
voree since the year 1886, and that but few of the 
states -have provisions for the collection of such 
statistics. 

The. institution of marriage is of course at the 
foundation of our social organizaton, and all in- 
fluences that affect that institution are of vital 
concern to the people of the country. There 
ie a widespread conviction t the divorce laws 
are dahgerously lax and indifferently administered 
in some of the states, resulting in a diminishing 
regard for the sanctity of the marriage relation.. 

The hope is entert&ined that cotperation among 
the ‘several states can be secured; to the end that 
there may be enacted, upon the subject of mar- 
riage and divorce, uniform laws, containing all 
possible safeguarde for the security of the family. 
Intelligent and prudent action in that direction 
will be greatly promoted by securing reliable and 

hy statistics upen marriage and divorte. 
I deem the matter of sufficient genera! importance 
to recommend that the director of the census be 
authorized by appropriate legislation to. collect 
and publish statistics pertaining to that subject, 
covering the period from 1886 to the present time,

Supreme Court Grants Writ Requiring 
Company Action — Hearing Set for 
ers Have Chance to Prevent Oppo- 


|} nent from Disposing of Their Shares 
mAction Hurts New York Market. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—[{Special. ]—E. 
H. Harriman and his associates today won 
an important point in their fight against the 
James J. Hill railway forees, when the 8u- 

reme court of the United States granted 
their petition for a writ of certiorari in the 
Northern Securities company case. 

The effect of the action is to bring the case 
to. the Supreme court for review, and the 
argument was set for Feb. 20, after other 
cases on the calendar that day. 


Affects Distribution of Stock. 

The suit was brought to determine the 
right of possession of certain shares of the 
capital stock of the Securities company, de- 
livered to that company by Harriman and 
others in 1901, when the merger of the North- 
ern Pacific and the Great Northern railroads 
was consummated, After the government 
suit was decided against the merger, the 
Securities company decided to distribute the 
stock of each of the two railroad companies 
among the stockholders proportionately, in- 
stead of giving to each one the stock original- 
ly deposited by him, a. Harriman alleges 
bshould have been done. 

Harriman and his associates represent the 
Northern Pacific stockholders, who have 
$82,491,871 par value in Securities stock. The 
present case was brought in the Circuit 
court for the district of New Jersey, which 
granted an injunction against the Securities 
company prohibiting the disposal of the 
Northern Pacific stock. The Circuit Court 
oc Appeals for the Third circuit reversed that 
decision, and its decision would have been 
final but for the decision reached today to 
review the case. — 


May Order a New Trial. 

The counsel for the Harriman interests 
made this statement: 

“The effect of the granting of our prayer 
for a writ of certiorari is to stay all action 
under the decree of the court below. The 
writ of certiorari supersedes the opinion of 
the court below and the whole case is now be- 
fore the Supreme court. 

“ That court may render a decision which 
will dispose of the whole litigation, or it 
may send it back for a trial on, the merits, 
so that witnesses may be examined. So far, 
the case has been heard only on affidavit, 
and the parties have not had the opportunity 
orally to examine and cross examine wit- 
nesses and to produce the books and docu- 
ments.”’ 

Causes Sharp Drop in Stocks. »* 

New York, Jan. 30.—President Hill of the 
Northern Securities company said: 

“TI do not believe there wijl be much delay 
by the courts after arguments have been 
made. Personally I have no doubt as to the 
outcome.” 

The decision caused a sharp drop in all 
the stocks which have been sensitive to the 
course of the case. Weakness had developed 
before the court's action was announced, and 
became more acute after noon. 

Northern Securities on the curb, after sell- 
ing early at 155, dropped to 147%. Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific yielded more 
than two points and St. Paul nearly two 
points. The rest of the market was affected 
in sympathy, but in a degree, and 
fell inte dullness on @ moderate rally f 
the drop.

BEEF TRUST MEN 
FACE PENALTIES, 


Supreme ‘Court, Upholds 
junction and Prosecution 


PROOR SAID TO BE READY 


Rilling Clears Way for Govern- 


Supervision of Cor- 
—porations. 


Criminal prosecution confronts the mem- 
bers of the beef trust as a result of the United 
States Supreme court decision yesterday sus- 
taining Judge Grosscup'’s Injunction against 
the combine. The court continued the in- 
junction on the ground that the combine 
operated to restrain trade. 

Following the news of-the decision it de- 
veloped that plans practically are complete 
for the prosecution of the packers on charges 
of violating the injunction. There are two’ 
ways itn which this may be done. 

The defendants may be cited to appear in 
Judge Grogscup's court and show cause why 


they are not in cofitempt of court for oper- 


ating their combine in defiance of the in- 
junction. 

Or the charges may be presented to the 
federal grand jury, and the individual mem- 
bers of the combine indicted under the crim- 
Anal section of the Sherman anti-trust act. 


Has Evidence Against Combine. 

Commissioner Garfield of the bureau of 
corporations is believed to have in his pos- 
session in Washington conclusive evidence 
that the packers have continued to fix prices» 
and restrain competition in spite of the in- 
junction. The commissioner's agents have 
been working secretly in Chicago, Kansas 
City, Omaha, and other cities’for more than 
a year, and a few weeks ago they turned in 
their reports. District Attorney Bethea was 
immediately called to Washington to confer | 
with Attorney General Moody on the matter 
of Commissioner Garfield's findings. 

_While both Mr. Moody and Mr. Bethea 
have maintained silence on the subject, ft has 
leaked out that prosecutions practically have 
been decided upon. The evidence of the viola- 
tions of the injunction gathered by Commis- 
sioner Garfield's agents is so strong that the 
attorneys believe they have a clear case of 
infringement of the Sherman flaw.

May Ask a Rehearing. 
Asked what avenue of action there was left 
the packers, Mr. Millier said: 3 
“The only thing I see that could be done 
would be to request a rehearing of the case.”’ 
If a-rehearing of the case should be re- 
quested the plea would involve the deciara- 
tion that the cage never really has been heard 
on its merits. Instead of introducing evi- 
dence to combat the evidence of operating a 
trust the packers chose to base their fight on 
technicalities in the bill filed-by the govern- 
ment. Judge Grosscup ‘overruled the de- 
murrer to the bill and the Supreme court de- 
cision sustains the lower court in this par- 
‘ticular ruling. 


Summary of Court’s Ruling. 
In a nutshell, the Supreme court's decision 
made clear these points: | 

Traffic in live stock tranwported from state to state 
is interstate commerce, and persons engaged in 
buying and selling such live stock are engaged 
in interstate commerce. 

The combination between dealers to ‘suppress all 
competition in the purchase of live stock is an 
unlawful restraint of trade. * 

The tombination between dealers to fix and main- 
tain a uniform price in the sale of meat through- 
out the country is an unlawful restraint of trade. 

The combination of dealers to obtain preferential 
railroad rates is an unlawful restraint of trade. 

All combinations suppressing competition be- 
tween independent dealers fall under the pro- 
hibition of the Sherman anti-trust act. 


Drawn by Justice Holmes. 


The opinion was drawn by Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, al! the other judges con- 
curring. The justice disposed of the conten- 
tioh of the packers individually, admitting 

hat some of the charges were less specific 
than desirable, but that was necessarily true 
on account of the vast extent of the field 
covered. 

Barly in his statement he took occasion to 
say that sufficient had been shown to prove 
continuous offenses on the part of the pack- 
ers, and offensés of such a nature as to justify 
the proceedings. Summarizing the bill, 
Justice Holmes said: 

“It charges a ‘combination of a dominant 
proportion of the dealers In «fresh meat 


“ The packers were afraid of being indicted 
by the federal grand jury at the time the per- 
manent injunction was granted. They were 
so scared they purposely delayed perfecting 
their appeal to the Supreme court tn order to 
let the statute of limitations run against the 
illegal acts charged against them. Now I 
look for either contempt proceedings against 
them, or criminal prosecution under federal 
indictments, or both.” 

It appears that the manner in which the 
packers have used the private car lines they 
own will be a feature of the proposed prose- 
cution. Judge Grosscup’s 
particularly specific in restraining them from 
securing any rebates or preferences from rail- 
roads and the clause Is believed to cover com- 
prehensively the private car line scheme.

Judge Grosscup Sees New Era. 
The decision was hailed immediately as 
the kind of action which will pave the way 
for governgnent supervision of the great 
corporations and the curbing of the power 


the injunction in the first place and who was 
greatly pleased at the decision. went even 
further. He declared it the beginning not 
only of government supervision but the 
dawning of a period wherein the confidence 
of the people in corporate~ownership will be 
restored and investment in such enterprises 
by the people at large encouraged. 

In a statement which he gave out in the 
afternoon the judge said: 

“The substance of the case presented to 
the Circuit court was, whether the purchase 
of cattle from sellers living in different 
states, to manufacture into dressed. mea‘s, 
and the sale of such meats to purchasers in 
different states, constituted interstate com- 
merce or not. In holding that such transac- 
tions were interstate commerce, the Circuit 
court entered upon ground that, from a 
judicial standpoint, was almost wholly new. 

** Naturally, the decision of the Supreme 
court, upholding the ground taken by the 
Circuit court, is personally pleasing to me. 
During my occupancy of a federal judge- 
ship, not over twelve years, I have been 
lucky enough to draw Lut one direct reversal; 
but I was not absolutely certain that an- 
other would not be added when the beef | 
trust decision came down. 


Clears Way for New Era. —~ 


“The decision establishes the right of the } 
government to prevent combinations among 
the manufacturers of meats. It fortifies the 
Sherman act. It is a long step in the direc- 
tion of effectual government supervision. 
But to my mind the real significance of the 
decision is much deeper and far reaching | 
than even this.

The bemb was bottle shaped and of small 
dimensions.

“Russia will finaily defeat Japan in this 
war,” he declared, “ if not now, then in ten 
years, and if not in ten years, then In a quar- 
ter of acentury. Russia will establish itself 
forever on the shores of the Pacific. It is 
not to be stopped as if is not to be hastened.

SEE CITY ERROR 
IN TRANSFER LAW 


Traction Attorneys Elat 
What They Call Council 


SECURES AN INJUNCTION. 

Grosseup’s Writ, Involving Two 

“Million People, Is Most 
Sweeping Recorded. : 


A temporary injunction restraining the 
city of Chivago or any of its citizens from 
bringing suits against the traction compa- 
nies for failure to comply with the “ univer- 
gal transfer” ordinance of Jan. 16 was issued 
yesterday by Judge Grosscup. As the order 
takes in every resident of Chiqago and “ all 
strangers within its. gates" it is probably 
the most far reaching order of its kind ever 
issued by any, court. The judge set Feb. 
| 14 for arguments as to whether the injunction 
is to be made perpetual, 

granted on the petition of both 
the Chicago Gity and the Union Traction 
companies, the ordinance attacked requiring 
the two companies to transfer passengers 
one to the other. Each claims the ordinance 
imposes an unjust burden. But, while both 
companies are opposing the ordinance, both 
peas they are giad it was passed.

The ordinance expresses this idea in its 
wording, stating that when one company 
sells or leases to another company both shall 
be in the same position regarding transfers 
as if the sale or lease never had been mat~-. 


How They View the Ordinance. 

> But the lawyers for the traction companies 
point to the fact that at the time the Chi- 
cago City company sold its west side lines to 
the West Division company the only fran- 
chise it had was that derived from the state 
legislature by the acts of 1858 and 1861, after- 

confirmed by the ninety-nine year act 
of 1865; hence they claim that when the coun- 
cil passed its universal franchises ordinance 
it recognized the validity of the legislative 
acts under which ownership of the lines in 
question was acquired. 

“The point is just here,” said W. W. Gur- 
ley, general counsel for the Union Traction 
company. “ Up to the passage of this or- 
dinance the city had claimed the act of 1865 
was unconstitutional and those of 1858 and 
1861 had lapsed. If that is so then this or- 
dinance is useless, as it was only under them 
the Chicago City owned the west side lines.

Up to now the Chicago City company has 
made no claim in the courts of its * ninety- 
nine”. year rights. Under the decision of 
the federal court in the Elkins case, the 
original suit brought for the Union Traction 
company to tes. these rights, the south side 
company would have had to go to the state 
courts to do it; In its bill yesterday, how- 
ever, the company sets up these rights in 
defense of the threat of the city te proceed 
under the transfer ordinance and is thus 


fense of these claims. 

The main defense to the transfer ordinance 
} made by both companies is that the sale 
of the west side lines to the West Division 
company was made by virtue of an act ofa 
legislature, and.thus the old West Division 
company secured its charter direct from the 
state and not by purchase from the Chicago 
City company. Other defenses are that the 
ordinance is unjust, that it would result in 
the indiscriminate traffic in transfers, that 
it would take away all profits from the 
companies, and that it is opposed to the 
United States constitution in that it seeks to 
break the contract with the state in which 
the companies were allowed to charge 5 
cents for a single fare. 

The points at which the ordinance seeks 
to compel the Chicago City and Union Trac- 
tion companies to exchange transfers are: 
Madison and State, Clark and Madison, Ran- 
dolph and State, Lake and North State, Wa- 
bash avenue and State and Twelfth, State 
Twel Clark a an Bure Clark 
and Adame.

County Board’s Attention Called to State |

Attention of the county board was called 
yesterday to the state enagtment which ro- 
quires all “ political divisiéns *' of the state 
to purchase the products of prison labor. 

Cc. M. Tinney of the state board of prison 
industries asked the board to submit esti- 
mates of what the county would need of the 
products manufactured in the penal insti- 
tutions. The public committee ap- 
poimed a subcommi to consider the 
matter. 

The chief prison products affecting Cook 
county are shoes, school furniture, sash and 
doors, hospital. material, clothing and hos- 
iery, brick, heating apparatus, and brooms. 
About $150,000 worth are used. At present 
they are contracted for in the open market.

Wife No. 5 Charges Poison. 

In 1804 he is known to have lived for two 
months with another wife (No. 4) in a flat at 
1008 Northwestern avenue, when she died. 
In June of the\same year he married Mrs. 
Julia Steinbrecher (No. 5), 3338 West Be)- 
mont avenue. Two months later she became 
ill and died in August, leaving Hock prop- 
erty valued at $4,000. Before her death she 
accused Hock in the presence of a stepdaugh- 
ter of poisoning her. Her funeral was 
stopped by the coroner, but was permitted 
to proceed when Hock produced a burial 
certificate signed by a Dr. Grimme. Hock 
disappeared after the funeral. 

After Mrs. Steinbrecher-Hock’s death he 
married Mrs. Mary Ranken (No. 6), who stiii 
lives at 375 Ward street.

He was acquitted, but a year later 
was arrested again under the name of Dewitt 
Cc. Cudney on complaint of Callie Charlotte 
Andrews (No. 9). The woman said she had 
met “ Cudney ”’ at the Wellington hotel, had 
married him, and was deserted two hours 
after the ceremony, he taking $500 of her 
money. 

The police then identified him as the ab- 
ductor of little Hulda Stevens, and also ac- 
cused him of participating in a diamond rob- 
bery, but he escaped prosecution. 


Wife No. 10 Nets Him $2,500. 

Later in the same year, 1896, Hock ap- 
peared at Wheeling, W. Va., and married a 
woman (No. 10) under the name of Jacob 
Huss.

$2,500. Immediately after the funeral Hock 
left Wheeling. Early the next year, 1897, 
he reappeared in Chicago with a woman sup- 
posed to be his wife (No. 11), and furnished 
a flat at 12606 West Fourteenth place under 
the name of Martin Dots. In June his wife 
died, and Hock was arrested, charged with 
swindling Simon Straus, a furniture dealer, 
and sentenced to the bridewell, 

In 1899 Hock changed the field of his opera- 
tions to Milwaukee, and there miarried a 
sister ©.

The Capital Oil lands, ‘as nearly as any one 
has been able.to discover, consist of a com- 
paratively. worthless tract in Vermilion 
parish, Louisiana.

Inga Hanson went on the witness stand 
‘m Judge Kersten’s court yesterday and 
added her own efforts to those her lawyers 
are making to save her from conviction on 
a charge of perjury. Conviction means the 
penitentiary. 

Inga’s friends had been good friends, but 
they had not made “ good” witnesses. The 
closest and stanchest of them, Dr. Cecilia 
Messenger, had, as Inga’s attorney admitted, 
“ made a poor impression.” In her passages

The Inga Hanson who took the stand yes- 
terday, or, rather, was hoisted to:it by 
bailiffs as she sat ponderously in an invalid’'s 
wheel chair, was a different proposition en- 
tirely. It is doubtful if the state can shake 
her testimony materially today. Inga, in- 
cidentally, is probably as large a witness as 
ever took the stand in the Criminal court 
building. 

Is Questioned from 1875 to 1902. 

Tha questioning by her attorney, W. C.’ 
Parker, covered the entire period of her life 
from 1875, the year she was born, until 1902.

On the réturn trip she had become 
paralyzed and had spent five days in the 
ship’s hospital. 

“ After I got back I was measured for a 
steel corset,’’ she continued. “ Two persons 
had to hold me while the man in the store 
measured me.” 


Paralytic Stroke in Store. 


| On returning to the store to pay for the cor- 
set, she said, she was attacked again with 


paralysis. 

“T fell against a glass case and had to be 
carried back into the store and laid on a 
couch by the clerks. Afterward I was taken 
to a doctor's office in a police ambulance.” 

For some time before, the witness said, she 
had been blind in her right eye. She became 
completely blind while walking on the street. 

“Tl suddenly found myself helpless,”’ she 


said. * A strange woman led me to Dr, Mes- 
s office in Central Music hall. I was 
blind ‘a good while afterward, I never 


have fully recovered the sight of my left

Reaches Over Private Car Lines..

Clean Sweep in Beef Case. 


The decision of the Supreme court was 
unanimous. It settles forever the right of 
the government to regulate the business of 
any person or corporation engaged in inter- 
state commerce even if this regulation a!so 
involves an incidental supervisicn of domes- 
tic commerce. There is no possibility of fur- 
ther proceedings by the government under 
this decision. It merely confirms the in- 
junction issued by Judge Grosscup, which is 
declared to be sound in law and in principle. 
Now, if the packing hoyscs violate that in-: 
juction they can be prosecuted either for 
contempt of an orcer of the court or for vie- 
lation of the original anti-trust law. If the 
authorities tn Chicago after this decision 
can produce evidence that the packing houses 
have been violating the injunction of Judge 
Grosscup the beef trust as a corporation and 
any of its officers who participated in such 
violation can be punished. Before this de- 
cision there was the fear that the Supreme \ 
court might find the injunction weak on some” 
technical points. Its decision leaves the 
government with a free hand. On the other 
hand if the beef trust is not violating the 
injunction and does not it will not be injured 
in the slightest regard by the unanimous de- 
cision of the Supreme court read today by 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes. 


MACHEN GIVEN TWO YEARS. 


Fine of $10,000 Imposed on Postoffice 
Conspirators and Writ Is Denied 
Them.. 


Washington, Jan. 30.—The Supreme court 
of the United States today denied the appli- 
cation of Machen, Lorenz, and Groff for a 
writ of certiorari In the case against them 
charging conspiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment in connection with the postoffice de- 
partment irregularities, and sentenced them 
to two years’ imprisonment and to pay a 
fine of $10,000 each.

BRYAN TALKS OF RAILROADS.

This is according 
to the recommendations recently made by 
Commissioner Gartield, The corporations 
are in’ favor of federal incorporation, but 
that, I think, would be disastrous. The gov- 
ernment should fix railroad rates and see 
that the schedule is maintained.” 

In lecturing on “ The Value of an Ideal ” 
at the Third Presbyterian church, Ashland 
and Ogden avenues, ir the evening, Mr. 
Bryan referred in complimentary terms to 
President Roosevelt's advocacy of publicity 
of campaign contributions and the stand 
taken by the national administration against 
lotteries in the guise of * guessing contests.” 

“It pleases me to recommend these things 


for the approval of the Ametican people,” 


he said. ; 

“If events shall prove that my two defeats 
for the bresidency were for the best interests 
of the country, I shall rejoice more than my 
bitterest opponents. I should be an enemy to 
the if I thought differently.”’

CHANGE IN ROCK ISLAND, 


W. B. BIDDLE OF SANTA FE NOW 


Appointment Causes Surprise in Rail- 
road World Because of His Startling 

Pestimeny Before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission—Is to Have 
Charge of the Freight and Pessen- 
ger Trafic—Marvin Hughitt Denies 


Electricity Will Be Tried. 


Ww. B. Biddle, freight traffic manager of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, will 
become third vice president of the Rock 
Island system on March 1, in charge of 
freight and passenger traffic. 

The official announcement of the appoint- 
ment was made last evening by President 
Mather of the Rock Island and caused sur- 
prise in the railroad world, as Mr. Biddle 
generally was supposed to be in bad stand- 
ing on account of his startling testimony 
before the interstate commerce commission 
in regard to the rebates paid to the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron company. It was this which 
started the crusade against the payment of 
certain refundments and le@ w attacks on 
Paul Morton, now secretary of the navy 
and formerly second vice president of the 
Santa Fé in charge of traffic. 


Promotion Is Long Delayed. 

‘It was believed at the time of Mr. Mor- 
ton’s appotntment to the cabinet that Mr. 
Biddle would be named by the Santa Fé to 
succeed him, but for some reason the pro- 
motion did not come. Instead the latter 
came into,criticism before the interstat 

ommerce,gommission, and.it was believed 
his chances to secure the vacant place had 
been ruined. 

Mr. Biddle was born in Beloit, Wis., Nov. 
12, 1856, and began his railway career as a 
freight brakeman on the Santa Fé. In 1882 
he became chief clerk in the.general freight 
office of the Atlantic and Pacific. He left 
that road after holding the position of di- 
vision freight and passenger agent to return 
to the Santa Fé as assistant general freight 
agent. In 1890 he became assistant freight 
manager, and four years later was appoint- 
ed freight traffic manager. He has held that 
position ten years up to the time he resigned 
to leave the Santa Fé for the Rock Island. 

Mr. Biddle’s successor with the Santa Fé 
probably will be James E. Gorman, now as- 
sistant traffic manager of the road. This 
was considered certain yesterday, although 
no official announcement was made. 


Denies Road Will Try Electricity. 


Reports that the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern was preparing to equip its line with elec- 
tricity between Chicago ard Milwaukee were 
denied by President Marvin Hughitt. The 
only change in the Chicago and Milwaukee 
line now contemplated is. he said, the ex- 
tension of the cutoff from Lake Binff north 
in order to relieve the crush of traffic on the 
main line. Surveys are being made, and if 
the new route is acceptable the Northwest- 
ern will bulld to some point this side of Mlil- 
waukee. The through traffic will be handled 
over the new road, while the shore suburban 
businese will continue over the old line. 

The Northwestern also ts having a survey 
made west from Casper, Wyo., through the 
Shoshone Indian reservation, plans being 
made for an extension 140 miles long. What 
is done with this work depends on congres- 
sional action in opening the territory. It 
contains 2.000.000 acres of land available for 
cultivation under the irrigation laws, and 
will make a valuable feeder to the Wyoming 
lines of the Northwestern. The Burlington 
also is preparing to build into the reserva- 
tion from Frannie. 


Big Increase in Grain Movement. 


Chicago houses reported substantial pur- 
chases of corn in the west yesterday, partic- 
ularly in Iowa, and a big increase In the 
grain movement is expected the coming 
week. It was not believed that the meeting 
today between the Chicago and gulf lines 
would result in securing peace and a return 
to higher rates from the west to the seaboard. 

The Illinois Central remained firm in its 
course in reducing rates from Illinois sta-, 
tions outside of Chicago from 14 to 12 cents 
for 100 pounds to New Orleans, and as these 


‘figures were not getting the business there. 


were intimations that cuts would be made 
which would give Illinois farmers a market 
against the competition of Nebraska and 
western Iowa corn from Omaha.

MURDER WITNESS 


“Ind., Says Brother of 
. Prisoner Had Cash. 


MRS. COOK STILL FIRM. 


Rigid Cross Examination Cannot 
Shake Testimony of Schafer 
Case Accuser. 


Bedford, Ind., Jan. 30.—[{Special.}—More 
evidence against Frank Evans and Elmer 
Browning, charged with the murder of Miss 
Sarah Schafer,was produced today, and three 
more witnesses for the state are to be sworn 


preliminary hearing. 

Rachel Kelly testified that on Saturday, 
after court adjourned, Len Evans, a brother 
of one of the accused, approached her and 
offered her $2 and her expenses if she would 
change her testimony and swear that it was 
the day after the murder that Evans took 
supper with her. Thomas Carter testified he 
saw Len Evans and Rachel Keily talking 
in the Osborn restaurant and saw him offer 


her money. 
Another trells of Bribery Plan. 
Mabel Ping e she heard Len Evans 


tell Miss Kelly t if she would change 
her testimony her character would not be 
attacked. 

The Kelly woman had sworn Evans was 
with her in a restaurant on the night of the 
murder, before the time the murder is sup- 
posed to have taken place. 

Attorney John W. Harris testified: 

“I was acquainted with Browning. After 
the Schafer murder I saw him with a ban- 
dage around his head. The handkerchief 
bandage that was brought up in the court last 
week refreshed my memory as to that which 
I saw on Browning's head just after the ter- 
rible tragedy. 

“* Dude Cook came to my law office theta 
ter part of December and asked my advice 
concerning her knowledge of the murder on 
Jan. 21, 1904. She told me she had been be- 
fore an Investigation committee and that 
her life had been threatened. Mrs. Cook 
said Browning awoke suddenly one night 
and asked her if she put her hand on his 
face.» She told me she said ‘No.’ Then he 
said: ‘It must have been Miss Schafer's 
cold hand.’ She tokd me: then about the mur- 
der as Browning had described it toher. She 
did not tell me about the pepper tea.” 


Tells of Mysterious Man. + 

John Stroud, the night watchman at t 
stone mill where Evans worked, said that on 
the night of the murder he found a man on 
top of the boilers. He was wet and muddy. 
He was -not allowed to testify as to the con- 
versation he had with this man. 

Mrs. Cook, the principal witness for the 
prosecution, next was subjected to a rigid 
cross examination. Efforts to confuse her 
were unsuccessful and her story, as told 
on Friday and Saturday, remained practical- 
ly the same. In several instances she refused 
to answer questions.

THE POLES AND RUSSIA. | 

Chicago, Jan, 28.—[{Editor of The Tribune. } 
~As the president of the Polish Roman 
Catholic union I desire to earnestly protest 
against certain misleading reports which ap- 
peared lately in many American papers in 
reference to the attitude of Polish-American 
citizens towards the present turmoil in Rus- 
sia. 

Among these is a dispatch purporting to 
give an interview with an alleged Polish . 
patriot in Philadelphia, in which it was stated 
that a certain prominent Polish organization 
whose headquarters are in Chicago had raised 
a fund of $3,000,000 and had 75,000 men, well 
drilled and armed, ready and willing to tm- 
Mediately invade Russia and turn Poland 
intoa scene of gore. Another dispatch from 
St. Paul, Minn., appears in which a so- 
called Polish patriot states that he is special- 
ly designated by the same organization to 
watch Russian spies in that locality. 

These are but specimens of reports which 
have been published and most probably will 
be published in reference to the Polish- 
American citizens. They are’all absolutely 
false—fakes, pure and simple. 

The two leading Polish organizations in 
America and the only ones which represent 
the sentiments of the Polish-American citi- 
zens are the Polish Nationa! alliance and the 
Polish Roman Catholic union. Their head- 
quarters are in Chicago. ‘They are both fra- 
ternal beneficiary societies, organized under 
the laws of the state of Illinois and under the 
control of the superintendent of insutance 
at Springfield. Neither of these organiza- 
tions hag participated nor could they par- 
ticipate {In a movement which would violate 
the neutrality laws of this eountry. Both 
require all members to-be American citizens, 
and under the provisions of their bylaws 
anarchists and socialists are expressly ex- 
cluded. The publication of reports of the 
foregoing. nature does them irreparable in-- 
jury. The attitude of these organizations on 
any question, political, foreign, or domestic, 
can be ascertained officially in Chicago and 
else.

GREAT POWER OF THE “GENERAL STAppe 
ECLIPSES EVEN SECRETARY OF WAR | 


‘Evils Strongly Hinted At in a Recent Speech by Senator Hale and Ihistiaaay 
by the Inauguration of Policies Unknown in Advance to the 
. President or His Cabinet Chief. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—[Special.}— 
One hears a whisper now and then, and, what 
is more to the purpose, he hears it from army 
officers of high rank and long service, to the 
effect that Senator Hale did not speak with- 
out warrant when the other day he intimated 
@ species. of occultation In the case of the 
‘seoretary of war. The occasion of Mr. Hale's 
more or less sensational announcement was 
not, perhaps, a matter of overshadowing 
importance, but his deliberate assertion that 
thé secretary of war has become a mere 
figurehead under the operation of the new 
law creating the general staff has aroused 
the liveliest interest civil as well as in 
military circles. 
_ Not to go into details that may confuse the 

layman, it is enough to say Mr. Hale in- 
tended to disclose the condition of affairs in 
the department permitting the general staff 
to do many things, sometimes of great and 
far reaching contequence, witheut the 
knowledge and, therefore, possibly without 
the approyal of the secretary of war and of 
the president himself. Upon this ground he 
opposed an amendment to the army bill—ap- 
parently @ thing of little moment—frankly 
declaring it had been inspired by the general 
staff and on fhat account was open to suspi- 
clon. 


“ Secretary Ejected from Power.” 
| “The secretary of war—I-speak in his 
praise and I have the greatest confidence in 
him,” added Mr. Hale—* ts absolutely eject- 


| ed from authority in the department in al- 


most all matters of its administration. These 
‘have beén usurped by the general staff. 
When that provision was- made and when 
congress agreed to it the senate knew noth- 
ing whatever about what was coming. I 
knew nothing, and Iam now skeptical about 
everything, even an amendment offered by 
the senator from Missburi (ir. Cockrel), 
whom we have all learned to regafd and re- 
spect as a safe legislator.” 

How much or how little there is in all this 
nobody pretends to say. That there is some- 
thing, all well informed persons, whether 
in military or civil circles, admit withoui the 
slightest hesitation. The new law has no* 
been tried out, even approximately. It was 


intended to remove a great many adminis- 


trative obstacles and evila the disastrous 
fruits of which became so evident during 
the Spanish war of 1808, and practically 
every army officer whose exp ce entitles 
him to an opinion believes it will accomplish

But Senator Hale makes no mistake when 
he says the gereral: staff, acting strictiy 
within the law, easily may ordain many poli- 
cies without the knowledge and approval of 
the secretary, and one cannot well show that 
these policies are necessarily of a character 
too insignificant for supervision in higher 
quarters.

Use one gallon linseed oll, one pound span- 


batter in a saucepan, add two fine chopped 
onions, one tablespoon fine chopped celery, 
one fine cut Carrot, one leek cut inte pieces;

and carrots; cook six mitjutes, stirring con- 
stantly; add.one heaping tablespoon flour, 
stir a few minutes; then add two quarts boil- 
ing water, one teaspoon salt, one-half tea- 
spoon pepper, and oné tablespoon liquid beef 
extract.
